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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . An Amendment After Final was filed 1/12/05. 

2. The Office Action Summary mailed approx. 10/13/04 erroneously indicated that 
the accompanying Office Action was final, instead of nonfinal. The status will be 
corrected in the file. 

3. Claims 1, 3-14, 16-18, 20, 21, 23, 24, 27-30 and 32-34 are allowable because 
prior art does not disclose a cover for a safety restraint device for use in a vehicle, the 
cover comprising, inter alia, 

a face portion including a seam having a nonlinear portion with a plurality of 
bends in consecutively alternating directions, and, 

an outer layer affixed to the exterior side of the face portion, this layer sufficiently 
stiff to resist form-fitting the seam, and is devoid of visible indicia of the seam.
